Listing of Claims: 

1. (Currently Amended) A user certificate method for data broadcasting A comprising the 
steps of: 

inputting a code recollection starting key on a remote control device during while a user 
watches a data broadcasting; 

extracting a program title from an Electronic Program Guide table received from a 
broadcasting station in response to the input code collection starting key ; 

inputting on the remote control device a succ e ssiv e sequence of keys for user 
certification , wherein the sequence of the keys includes a user ID and a password : 

inputting a code recollection end key on the remote control device fer after finishing the 
inputting of the sequence of keys is finished ; 

inputtin g, by the user, a user code according to a scre e n display e d after inputting the code 
recollection end key; and 

storing a record having the user code, the program title and the input k e y sequence of 
keys in the acode certificate table , whereby the user code can be used to retrieve the user ID and 
password associated with the user code for user certification . 
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2. (Cancelled) 

3. (Currently Amended) The method as claimed in claim 2 1, further comprising the steps 

of: 

querying whether the user uses the same user ED and password for all broadcasting 
programs; and 

if 'Y e s' is s e lect e d to th e qu e ry, setting a flag representing use of the same user ID and 
password for all the broadcasting programs to 'ON' if the querying step indicates that the same 
user ID and password are to be used for all broadcasting programs . 

4. (Currently Amended) A user certificate method for data broadcastings comprising the 
steps of: 

(a) inputting a code shortcut key on a remote control device during while watching a-data 
broadcasting; 

(b) inputtin g, by a user, a user code according to a scr ee n display e d after the code 
shortcut key is inputted; 

(c) determining existence of the input user code en-m a code certificate table; 

(d) if the input user code exists en in the code certificate table, reading program titles fef 
associated with the user code from the code certificate table, and determining whether any 
program title associated with the user code is the same as the program title of a program being 
watched by the user e xistenc e of a program titl e th e same with a program titl e und e r watching 
pr e s e ntly out of th e program titl e s ; 
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(e) if same program title exists, reading a n input key sequence of keys associated with fe r 
the user code and the program title from the code certificate table , wherein the sequence of keys 
includes a user ID and a password ; and 

(f) transferring the user ID and the password of the input k e y sequence of keys associated 
with the user code to the-abroadcasting station. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method as claimed in claim 4, further comprising the step 

of: 

displaying a message ( no sam e us e r cod e e xists' on a screen that indicates non-existence 
of the user code that is input by the user in a case where there is no user code in the code 
certificate table that matches the user code input by the user as a result of the determination in 
the-step (c). 

6. (Currently Amended) The method as claimed in claim 4, further comprising the step 

of: 

displaying a message 'no data on th e pr e s e nt program e xits 9 on a screen that indicates no 
program title associated with the user code is the same as the program title of the program being 
watched by the user in a case where there is no same program as a result of the determination in 
the-step (d). 

7. (Currently Amended) A user certificate method for data broadcastings comprising the 
steps of: 
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(a) inputting a code shortcut key on a remote control device durmg -while w atching a-data 
broadcasting; 

(b) inputtin g, by a user, a user code according to a scre e n display e d after the code 
shortcut key is inputted; 

(c) determining existence of the input user code en-in a code certificate table; 

(d) if the input user code exists ea in the code certificate table, reading program titles for 
associated with the user code from the code certificate table, and determining whether any 
program title associated with the user code is the same as the program title of a program being 
watched by the user e xist e nc e of a program titl e th e sam e with a program titl e und e r watching 
pr e s e ntly out of th e program titl e s ; 

(e) if no same program title exists, determining whether a flag for indicating use of the 
same user ID and password for all broadcasting programs is set to be on- i QN 1 or not; 

(f) if the flag is set to be on to 'ON\ reading an-a jnput k e y sequence of keys associated 
withfer the user code from the code certificate tabl e, wherein the sequence of keys includes a 
user ID and a p assword; and 

(g) transferring the user ID and password of the input k e y sequence of keys associated 
with the user code to the-abroadcasting station. 

8. (Currently Amended) The method as claimed in claim 7, further comprising the step 

of: 

displaying a message 'no data on th e pr e s e nt program e xists' on a screen that indicates no 
program title associated with the user code is the same as the program title of the title being 
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watched by the user in a case where the flag is not set to be on -^QN' as a result of the 
determination in the-step (e). 

9. (Currently Amended) A user certificate system for a-data broadcasting a comprising: 
a digital TV receiver for receiving a digital TV broadcasting; 

a first memory for storing a code certificate table for writing a record having a user code, 
a program title, and an-a jnput k e y sequence of keys thereon daring -while watching the digital 
TV receive r, wherein the user code is input by a user, and the sequence of keys include a user ID 
and a password ; 

a second memory for storing a flag indicating whether the same user ID and password are 
used for all broadcasting programs; 

a settop box having the first and second memories and capable of extracting a program 
title from an Electronic Program Guide table received from a broadcasting station; and 
a remote control device including, 

a code recollection starting key for starting application of a succ e ssiv e k e y 
s e qu e nc e for us e r c e rtificat e the user ID and the password , 

a code recollection end key for ending the application of a succ e ssiv e k e y 
s e qu e nc e for th e us e r c e rtificat e the user ID and the password , and 

a code shortcut key for carrying out a user code certificate procedure by 
retrieving, from the code certificate table, the user ID and the password associated with 
the user code input by the use r by a simpl e m e thod . 
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10. (Currently Amended) The user certificate system as claimed in claim 9, wherein the 
first and second memories are non- volatile. 

11. (New) The method as claimed in claim 1, wherein the code certificate table is stored 
in the user's device. 

12. (New) The method as claimed in claim 11, wherein the user's device is a set top box. 

13. (New) The method as claimed in claim 4, wherein the code certificate table is stored 
in a set top box. 

14. (New) The method as claimed in claim 7, wherein the code certificate table is stored 
in a set top box. 

15. (New) A method for providing a user certification used in digital broadcasting, 
comprising: 

prestoring, at a user's device, a code certificate table including a user ID, a password and 
a user code all associated with the user; 

receiving, by the user's device, a user code input by the user for user certification; 

retrieving, by the user's device, the user ID and the password associated with the input 
user code from the code certificate table; and 
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transmitting the retrieved user ID and password from the user's device to a user 
certificating device for the user certification, 

whereby the user can view digital broadcasting when the user certification indicates that 
the user who input the user code is authorized to view the digital broadcasting. 

16. (New) The method as claimed in claim 15, wherein the user's device is a set top box. 

17. (New) The method as claimed in claim 15, wherein the code certificate table further 
stores therein at least one program information in association with the user code, the program 
information identifying a program. 

18. (New) A device for providing a user certification used in digital broadcasting, 
comprising: 

a storage unit to prestore therein a code certificate table including a user ID, a password 
and a user code all associated with a user of the device; 

a controller to receive a user code input by the user for user certification, to retrieve the 
user ID and the password associated with the input user code from the code certificate table, and 
to transmit the retrieved user ID and password to a broadcasting station for the user certification, 

whereby the user can view digital broadcasting when the user certification indicates that 
the user who input the user code is authorized to view the digital broadcasting. 



19. (New) The device as claimed in claim 18, wherein the device is a set top box. 
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20. (New) The device as claimed in claim 18, wherein the code certificate table further 
stores therein at least one program information in association with the user code, the program 
information identifying a program.
